There is a large 
dead chestnut tree lying 
on the ground, The tree, 
which appears to have been 
dead for many years, has 
not rotted, This is a testi- 
mony of the durability of 
the wood. Several live 
sprouts are growing from 
the stump of the dead tree, 
The sprouts range from 
one to six inches in dia- 
meter at eye level and from 
ten to thirty feet in height, 
Even though the sprouts 
produced a good crop of 
nuts this year, they arein- 
fected with the killing fung- 
us,
